Chick  Production 


Hatcheries  produced  258  million  chicks  during  November,    8  percent  above  a 
year  earlier,   according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     The  November  broiler-type 
chick  hatch  of  223  million  was  up  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier  while  the  January 
through  November  hatch  of  2,579  million,   was   1  percent  above  the  same  period  in 
1967.     Broiler-type  eggs  in  incubators  on  December   1  were  5  percent  above 
December  1,    1967. 

Egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  November  at  35  million,   were  up  27  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.     All  regions  showed  increases  as  follows:    North  Atlantic, 
21  percent;  North  Central,   46;  South  Atlantic,    61;  South  Central,   23;  and  West, 

6  percent.     Egg-type  hatch  for  January  through  November  totaled  472  million, 

7  percent  below  the  same  months  of  1967.     Egg-type  e,ggs  in  incubators  on 
December  1  were  up  27  percent  from  December  1,    1967.
